WARS RETARD HUMAN PROCRESS. 



Majority of flip Conflicts in World's 
History Have Beeu Ucuabiuucd 
by Selllsli Ambition. 



Millions of Men Employed in the Mili- 
tary Service Throughout the Globe 
Would Beeem* Predueer* In* 
*t*ad of Conaum*r*. 

Boston, Oct. 7. — A public mass-meet- 
ing waa held in Park Street church 
Thursday night to discuss the hope for 

reduction of armament as well as the 
menace to universal progress of great 
arimies and navies. Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, U. S. A., retired, was tbe prin- 
cipal apeaker. Gen. Miles said, In 
part: 

"The settlement of tntemational con- 
troversies by the drea<l arbitration of 
war involves the destruction of tens of 
thousands, and some times hundreds 
of thousands of the young men of both 
countries. Could any rule, code or 
method be more void of reason and 
justice? 

"The great majority of \v;ir>^ in the 
world's history have been occasioned 
by the selfish ambition of some usurp- 
er or cruel tyrant, tbe Intrigue of un- 
scrupulous men or the avarice and 
greed of a people. The deadly war 
now being waged between two power- 
ful nations in the Orient, can not bene- 




fit either country, but must impoverish 
both for the next hundred years. 

"It will not benefit mankind, but 
must retard human progress. 

"1 no syiuiiailiy for that senti- 

ment of peace tbat would compromise 
and arbitrate with powerful nations, 
and the same time overrun. Intimidate, 
subjugate or oppress tbe people of de- 
fenseless countries. 

" It must be Apparent to all thought- 
ful, patriotic men that the intelligent 
world will not long endure the murder 
of great standing armies, and enor- 
mously expensive navies. The ques- 
tion as to what millions of men would 
do unemi)loy(-(i in military service is 
answered hy the fact that I hey would 
became producers instead of consum- 
ers. In the promotion of peaceful arts 
and industries, our people have won a 
place in the irorld's confidence and re- 
spect, in which we all hold just pride. 
In the splendid activities there is no 
sound of warring cannon and dying 
men. 

"In the most picturesque valley of 
the world, on tbe right bank of the 
beautiful Hudson, there is a great uni 
varsity that will cost, when completed. 
360,000,000., dedicated to the ^ods of 
war.' On the banks of that majestic 
river there will also be established a 
citldel. dedicated to the 'spirits of 
peace'." -
